1. (1) These rules may be called the Defence Accounts 
(Group *C* and *D’ posts) Recruitment ^Amendment) Rules, 
1992. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of (heir 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Tn the Schedule lo the Defence Accounts (Group 4 C* 
and ‘D’ posts) Recruitment Rules, 1971, in Part-I Group ‘C’ 
service, against serial No. 3 relating to the post of Auditor. 

(1) In column 6, for the entry, the following entry shall 
be substituted, namely :— 

(i) 45^ by Non-selection method. 

(ii) 5% by promotion out of graduate clerks on passing 

the Departmental Examination by them for the post 
of Auditors'’, 

(2) In Column 11, for the entry, the following entry shall 
be substituted, namely :— 

“(i) 50% by direct recruitment. 

(ii) 45% by promotion according to seniority subject to 

fitness, 

(iii) 5% by promotion out of graduate clerks on passing 

the Departmental Examination by them for the post 
of Auditor”. 

(3) In Column 12, for the entry, the following entry shall 
be substituted, namely :— 

(i) 45% by promotion from amongst clerks who have 

rendered a minimum of eight years regular service 
in the grade. 

(ii) 5% by promotion from amongst graduate clerk £ 
having a minimum of 5 years of service on passing 
the Departmental Examination by them for the post 
of Auditor. 

(iii) Clerks /Data Entry Operators who pass Part-T Sub¬ 
ordinate Accounts Service Examination shall br 
promoted out of turn to the grade nf Auditor, 
against the aforesaid 45% quota. 
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NOTH 1 :—ThA ‘Dehdcmtfntar E xtfmination For promotion 
out nf graduate dcrks shell be conducted a:» ond when suffi- 
cient number of vacancies become available. During the in¬ 
tervening period, vacancies earmarked for graduate clerks 
shall neither lapse nor be filled Lip from amongst the 
clerks. 

NOTE 2 :—Data Entry Operators Grade 'A* on passing 
SAS Examination Part-I will exercise ap option (one time) 
either to continue in Data Entry Operator's Grade ‘A’ in 
EDP Cadre itself, on the same pay scale or opt for transfer 
jo general stream of clerical Cadre and become eligible for 
promotion as Auditor and continue in that Cadre till he/she 
passes SAS Examination Part-TT and become eligible for 
promotion to the grade of Section Officer (Accounts), Option 
once exercised would be irrevocable".
